A tribute to the amazing woman whose intense genius sparked the Transcendentalists— 
Margaret Fuller Ossoli, who perished at sea 100 years ago this month. 


Transcendentalism,

Charles Congdon wrote of these: “I was 
so astonished and spellbound by her elo 
quence, by such discourse as I had never 
before heard from a woman... that I sat 
in silence...” 

In 1844 Horace Greeley called Miss 
Fuller to New York as literary critic of 
his Tribune. Here she threw herself into 
female moral and reform move 
ments, grist at last for her tremendously 
deep, rebellious energy. During most of 
her two years in New York she lived with 
the Greeleys at their country house. Such 
three inmates no other house surely eve 
had—Greeley, practical, radical agrarian, 
as unyielding as his native Vermont mat 
ble: Margaret Fuller, all intellectual flame 
and mood, opinionated, regal minded; 
Mrs. Greeley, erratic, disorderly, a 
dogmatic, fluttery-handed Cassandra. 

In the autumn of 1844 Margaret, at 
age 34, fell in love for the first time with 
a young merchant, James Nathan. Her 
love letters reveal not the imperious Miss 
Fuller but a passionate, humbled wo 
man, all tenderness, compassion, child 
like trust and wonder. But early in their 
correspondence he boomeranged her shy 
insecure approaches so that she retreated 
in shelf-shame before him, and most dam 
agingly, before herself in self-deceit, be 
hind a “Beloved Brother” facade. Yet it is 
Margaret who emerges spiritually tri 
umphant: 

“...1 hear you with awe assert power

Ihe threads of their relationship were 
picked up and rewoven by Margaret, but 
Nathan finally fled to Europe to avoid the 


pressure of her devotion. He used her 
for social entree, for help in his writing; 
playing her on the hook, giving just 
enough to keep her emotionally enslaved. 
She begged for letters! With guileless 
trust she sustained for year his 
neglect and indifference—with enough lit 
tle jerks on the hook by him to keep he 
interest alive. Thirty years after her death, 
too soon, he published her love letters 
with an oily prefatory note. 

In August, 1846 she sailed to Europe, 
looking forward to seeing Nathan there. 
In London a letter came—he was to be 
married. She shut herself into her room, 
but isolation only increased her torment. 
She went to Scotland and walked miles to 
think Nathan out of her heart. She wrote 
to him to return her letters, knowing now 
that their publication would not be be 
neath him. He refused and she went with 
heavy heart to Paris and then to Italy.

Any 
person may purchase any kind of a boat 
and subject his friends to either drown 
ing, burning or accidental damage with 
out their having any recourse or any 
Government agency bsing able to 
such monkeyshines. 

It is true that a craft must 
have on board certain life-saving devices 
but these regulations apply only to the 
individual and boat owners or 
masters. A person operating a boat pro 
lessionally for hire is of course subject to 
license and law. He is not at the moment 
our concern. It is the foolhardy and un 
skilled amateur boat owner who usually 
drowns himself and his innocent friends 

No federal or state agency at present 
can forbid a boat owner, who lacks the 
proper knowledge of weather, marine 
conditions, seamanship, etc., to fare forth 
on any trip he may care to make 

Organizations such as the Power Boat 
Squadron are doing much to educate and 
instruct owners in common prac 
tices of safety, but they reach only a small 
percentage of our would-be sea captains 

Boat purchasers are not solely to blame 
Enthusiastic boat and yacht brokers will 
hardly allow a lack of knowledge of crafts 
and the sea to stand in the way of a sale 
Nor will the handyman on a harbor gaso 
line barge pull his feedline inboard when 
he sees that what the gasoline is going 
into can’t handle it. 

Then there is the man who takes on a 
topheavy old boat, makes it over into a 
glorified houseboat, ventures offshore, and 
after cocktails, thinks

It is curious that there was a strong re 
vival of idealism in the early 20th Century 
in New England, when California-born 
Josiah Royce taught at Harvard, and 
when George Santayana, at the same in 
stitution, professing to be a materialist, 
nevertheless kept turning over and over 
in graceful prose the relation of the ideal 
and the actual. 

Coincidentally the “dry twig flowered” 
at about the same time. In the same per 
iod New England began to burgeon with 
major poets and poetesses. Not ebullient 
or cheerily affirmative, they were sad, an 
gry, and pounded bitterly on the steel 
teet of Moloch and the grim door of Mrs. 
Grundy. Bitter or not, their poetry had 
a terrible dignity, high tragic beauty, and 
a modern knowingness that smashed its 
way down from the Ivory Tower to the 
general consciousness. 

It would strain our point, not to men 
tion our inner wish, to hold that the 
idealistic revival of the early 1900's, that 
new branching of the ancient Platonic 
evergreen, alone brought forth this new 
blossoming, but it seems to this Window 
that whenever the spirit of philosophic 
idealism is greatly affirmative amongst us, 
it shows us “a pure river of water of life, 
clear as crystal,” and when we look back 
toward it, it seems that “In the midst of 
the street of it and on either side of the 
river, was there the tree of life, which 
bare twelve manner of fruits—and the 
leaves of the tree were for the healing ol 
the nations.” 

That idealistic spirit, which strange 
ly and wonderfully flared twice in New 
England, is as mightily valid today as ever 
and not one of its prophets sang his faith 
in vain.

tender,” he was “all her heart desired” 
and if her intellect was not nourished she 
could turn to friends outside. 

Che political situation in Rome became 
acute—Mazzini returned and Mickiewiez, 
the Polish mystic, appeared as by magic 
from Paris. The leaders of Young Italy 
were wild with a vision of success. Mar- 
garet longed to take an active role in their 
fight but she was ill, and then knew that 
she was to bear Ossoli’s child. “My for 
tunes were dark and tangled,” she wrote, 
“my strength to govern them much dim 
inished.” She was in desperate financial 
straits, and no one could she confide in. 
She fell into moods of agitated depres 
sion. In October her child was to be born 
and she believed, and prayed, that she 
would die at its birth. 

Someplace, sometime, during that late 
winter or early spring she and Ossoli were 
married. The marriage was kept a secret 
supposedly because of Ossoli’s inheritance, 
but it was to be so little that it is only 


reasonable to suppose the wedding date 


was hidden rather to detract social cen 
sure. 

Then came the time of her greaiest 
trial. She left Rome to hide in the moun 
tail village of Aquila to await her confine 
ment. It was a lonely and frightening ex 
istence, she was without money, without 
friends, Giovanni was under fire and she, 
at 38, a stranger in a strange land, must 
face alone, with inadequate medical aid, 
the birth of her child.

Margaret rushed to Rieti to Angelo to 
find him lying in a filthy cot, skin and 
bone, dull eyed. The cringing nurse con- 
fessed her milk had left her, she had fed 
him on bread dipped into the sour native 
wine! Margaret nursed him back to 
health. She was enchanted with his “deli- 
cate little ways, like a dancer...” Yet, 


in her joy in him, she sensed a forebod 


ing of doom. She wrote to her sister 
Ellen Channing at last of Angelo’s birth, 
and to her mother: “I intend to write all 
that relates to the birth of Angelino... 
I have begun it, then stopped—it seemed 
to me he would die.”

With money borrowed from a_ bank 
they booked passage from Leghorn on 
May 17th on the Elizabeth, a merchant 
vessel under Captain Hasty, a genial 
Yankee. So strong were Margaret's pre 
sentiments of trouble that when sailing 
was delayed two days she gathered her 
family and fled back to Florence to gather 
her strength from Mrs. Browning. She 
bought a little Bible for Robert as a part 
ing gift from Angelo and inscribed it 
prophetically: “In memory of Angelo 
Eugene QOssoli.” 

At last they embarked, under blue Med 
iterannean skies and a fair breeze her fears 
were allayed. Then suddenly the captain 
became ill and they put in at Gibraltar 
but were not allowed to land. That eve 
ning Captain Hasty died of small pox. 
They lay at quarantine a week. Margaret 
watched Angelino—perhaps this was the 
cause of her presentiment—if he showed 
signs of fever she would debark. On June 
%Xh they set sail. Twenty-four hours later 
Angelo was dangerously ill. Days passed 
while Margaret sat by and watched him 
suffer. Then he showed signs of recovery. 
On July 15 they were off the coast of New 
Jersey. They would land at dawn. In the 
afternoon a fog rolled in and by nine 
o'clock the wind had reached hurricane 
proportions. Margaret lay in her berth 
listening to the gentle breathing of her 
son. At dawn there was a great jolt; water 
rushed into the hold where the Elizabeth 
had struck on the sandbars of Fire Island. 

Now the waves washed across the ship; 
a miniature sea separated the forecastle 
from the cabins. The lifeboats washed 
out. Several sailors jumped and made 
their way to shore. Soon all had left but 
the Ossolis. Angelo clung to his mother’s 
breast.

I don’t know why this book should not 
be required reading in every school, col- 
lege, and family in America. If all of the 
schools, colleges, and families don’t have 
money enough, then Uncle Sam, John D. 
Rockefeller, or the American Telephone 
& Telegraph Company should supply the 
money. Carl Bridenbaugh, the author, 
Director of the Institute of Early Amer- 
ican History and Culture at Williams- 
burg, Va., has written many books but 
this one is—and forever will be—his best. 
Within these covers one finds his scholar- 
ship, sense of humor, sharp taste, enthu- 
siasm, and much else in full flower. His 
choice of early woodcut illustration- 
though perhaps far removed from these 
shores—is superb. 

But why required reading? Many rea- 
sons. To choose one, my guess is that it 
helps us in our own endeavors to be 
aware of how the Colonial craftsman— 
long before 1800—took necessity by the 
throat and came up with carriages, uten- 
sils, printing presses, hats, shoes, furni 
ture, bells, meeting houses, planting ma 
chines, clocks, portraits, garments, can 
nonballs—in fact, anything and everything 
America needed for Independence. The 
Spirit of ‘76 could never have been had 
not these thousands of small family busi- 
nesses of the 1700's provided an integrat- 
ed, independent society in which it could 
and did thrive. What American child or 
grandfather should be without Briden- 
baugh’s picture of 10,000 covered freight 
wagons carrying the wares of Pennsyl 
vania farmers into the middle 18th cen- 
tury city of Philadelphia? Who is it in 
America who ought not to know about 
Edward Pattison, of Berlin, Conn., the 
first Yankee pedlar, or about the Town- 
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send family of cabinet makers in New 
port, R. IL, circa 1788, or about John 
Wollaston, painter of over 300 aristocratic 
heads before 1753, or how the expression 
“Damn Yankee” may have originated, o1 
about Isaac Zane’s iron works and 20,000 
acre plantation at Cedar Creek, or even 
how “none could slip through a penal 
statute like the saints of New England?” 

To my dying day I shall wish I had 
lived then when from Dan Jones in Bos 
ton I might have purchased the “best of 
Beaver Hatts.” I am getting old? Nostal 
gia for the Good Old Days is slowly para 
lyzing my veins? Nope. I like 1950 better 
than any year of life. Future years I am 
going to like even better. Why? Because 
this present and this future in America is 
rooted in the accomplishments of thé 
American small business family of the 
past. I am proud of that accomplishment 
—so damned proud I and you and th« 
other fellow can not fail to be that good 
too. And perhaps, with our head start, a 


little better.

water up, the bow will go down and 
from then on it is just a question of time 
before the engine is flooded, and all are 
lost—including the vessel. 

The owner of a large radio station told 
us recently that he made a special tour of 
investigation one morning to determine 
how many embryo yachtsmen in a Long 
Island harbor were up listening to the six 
o'clock radio weather report. They found 
nearly 2,000 listeners—and inquiry re 
vealed that none—or almost none—would 
have ventured outside the harbor that 
weekend had the report been unfavor 
able. 

Is it possible there are so many boat 
owners who cannot tell by wind and sky 
what the day is to be like that only a 
little mechanical box aboard stands be 
tween them and life or death? 

What about the experienced yachtsman? 
He gets in trouble, too, even though he 
does know the rules. No way’yet has been 
designed to keep all foolhardy ship own 
ers on shore. 

A holler will go up from boat makers, 
brokers and others who will say that legis 
lation of this nature is an invasion ol 
private rights. There is perhaps no indi 
vidual more independent or hog sure of 
his own rights to do as he pleases than 
these are. 

The Congress has within its power the 
right to require that the Coast Guard 
examine everyone who wishes to take any 
sort of craft out of a harbor, and to license 
if they deem it wise, that pilot (amateur 
or otherwise) for a period of a year or 
more for such activities, and to hold that 
licensed party responsible for his or her 
seamanship and boat. Without such reg 
ulation, it is hard to see how the ever- 
increasing number of foolish sea tragedies 
will ever be decreased.
